New York. October 1 1*. — Tlie highest class of 
racing for tlic season of 1907 came to an einl with 
the close of Belmont Bark today, fool and clear 
weather prevailed and witli one possible exception 
the attendance was the greatest of the present meet- 
ing. In at least the clubhouse patronage and the 
smart set it far surpassed the record of any other 
day. of the year. 

Salvidere spread a foot in the Belmont I'ark Au- 
tumn Weight for Age lluce and went back to bis 
stable limping painfully. Both hind legs were 
heavily swathed in bandages before being sent on 
his long journey and the injured nieiiitier was tight- 
ly strapped and bound to prevent the very thing 
that happened. It will lie the consensus of opinion 
among trainers that tin* Brighton Cup victor lacked 
sufficient preparation for today’s race. William 
Dubois, owner of Nealon refused an offer of $20,000 
for his great horse before the big race. The iden- 
tity of the intending purchaser was not revealed, 
but it is current report that be was no less a 
personage than A. .1. ('asset t. Jr. 

The tirsl race was won by Mr. John Sanford’s 
Sir John Johnson under circumstances tiiat might 
well have excused li is defeat. Soon after the start. 
Monopolist bolted, struck him ami almost knocked 
him down. But tiic game colt rallied, got into his 
stride again and. in a fast finish, won from Monopo- 
list l>y two lengths. Monopolist was disqualified, 
giving second place to farrollton and third to Itosi- 
tnlro, both of which ran good races. Sir Joint 

Johnson is evidently a colt of more than average 
speed and likely to prove a hue three-year-old next 



Cincinnati. O., October 10. — To-day’s Latonia rac- 
ing program was made tip of seven numbers, and, 
having a good class of horses entered, was appreci- 
ated by racing enthusiasts, and a banner attend- 
ance was present at the course. 

Lexoline again showed liis consistency by carry- 
ing off the $1,000 handicap at a mile and a six- 
teenth. after leading for the entire trip. Monsig- 
nor, under a hard drive, taking second place from 
Polly Prim. With equal racing luck both would 
have beaten I.cxoline. Monsignor in addition to 
receiving a hard kick while at the post from Hard- 
shot was subjected to much interference in tin* 
first three-quarters. He returned to the scales 
bleeding profusely from tile side where Hardshot 
had kicked him. Polly Prim was in a pocket to 
the strctcli - turn, where she was forced to go wide 
to obtain clear sailing, and this cost her the purse. 
Shilling on Granada was held mostly to blame for 
the interference that took place and was fined 
$ 100 . 

Please, on which Lee bad the mount, and Colonel 
Bob. ridden by Shilling, furnished a spirited finish 
in the race succeeding the handicap. The recently 
arrived easterner was a slight choice and won the 
purse, but by such a slight margin as to leave 
doubt of liis superiority over the Hayes colt. The 
latter was conceding Please thirteen pounds today, 
and was not ridden in the best possible manner.

I for the entire stretch run. Hazel Patch just lasting 
to win by a nose front Carew. Miss Strome, the 
early pacemaker, was only a head back of the pair. 

The steeplechase went to the suddenly Improved 
Itacatiara, which showed much speed, and never 
left the issue in doubt. The field during the early 
stages ran fairly well bunched. Class Leader, which 
won so impressively in his last race, being today's 
trailer. At the stretch obslacie Itacatiara parted 
company with the others aud won cantering. War 
Chief fell after negotiating the last jump and 
broke his neck. His rider, W. Allen, escaped with 
a broken collarbone and a bruised leg. Jockey 
Y’ourelL on Class Leader fell off conveniently after 
the finish, and his great show of having sustained 
injury prevented question for the time being from 
the judges about liis poor ride.

ARCADIA TRACK’S FAST WORK. 



Tasadena, Cal., October 19.— Contractor Allen, 
now well into the work of bnilding the new Santa 
Anita racing plant at Arcadia, says that it is 
certain to be ready — with unfinished corners unneces- 
sary for actual racing — by Thanksgiving day. The 
new course will be the first in the world with 
electric lights in the horse stalls. Sixteen candle 
power lneandescents will lie placed in t Do stalls, 
and six power lamps will be stationed at the out- 
side awnings. 

Of the race course itself Mr. Allen says: “This 

track is on a sandy bottom, over which will he 
spread a dressing of a foot and a half of irrigating 
silt and earth from vegetable gardens. Twenty 
thousand cubic yards of silt will be used, which 
will be soaked in water, and then rolled. Insuring 
a fast, clean track, from which tlie water will 
run off so quickly that a fast and light track will 
quickly succeed the heaviest rains.” 

CROKER STABLE NOT IN GOOD SHAPE. 

London, October 10. — Mr. Croker’s horses at New- 
market have been congliing lately, both Ithodora 
and Hayden being among the sufferers, and it was 
particularly hard lines that the former, which Dr.

I 
have already announced that tlie Hungarian gov- 
ernment was eager to secure a first-class stallion 
or a horse In training with classic pretensions to 
replace some vacancies at the Stud Kisher. Slieve 
Gallion was offered to tlie government, and tlie 
price of the horse was said to lie £25,000. The 
government hesitated to outlay so much money, lint 
after consideration at last consented, and sent 
orders to secure the horse. On the evening of the 
same day Mr. de Szemere wired to the government 
that he had succeeded in securing Slieve Gallion for 
£15.000, and Is willing to sell him to the govern- 
ment at the same price after Ills racing career is 
done. He (Mr. de Szemere) is to pay all training, 
traveling. Insuring, etc., expenses. Tlie eventual 
winnings of the horse he offers to the Hungarian 
Rifle Association, only the amounts he may win in 
betting on the horse he will keep. This generous 
offer was promptly accepted. Mr. Weiser, chief 
veterinary surgeon of the Stud KIsber, inspected 
Slieve Gallion, and, passing him sound, the sale 
was effected. 

Mr. de Szemere, who saved the government £10,- 
000, is a wealthy nobleman, descending from one 
of the oldest Hungarian families. English news- 
papers called him “Baron von Szemere” and “Ilerr 
von Szemere,” neither of these being correct. 
He is “Mr. Miklos Szemere de genere Iluba,” or, 
shortly. “Mr. de Szemere.” Hubs was one of the 
seven chiefs (Chief Arpad being tlieir head), who 
guided from Asia tlie tribes of the Hungarians 
to occupy the present Hungary more than 1,000 
years ago.

“The meeting takes place at the isiek of the 
castle or Dowshantepoh. Marquees are elected 
lined with handsome velvets and silks. That of the 
Shah himself is red outside. It is erected on the 
top of a little natural rise of stones. His Ma- 
jesty sits in an armchair with a telescope, like 

an admiral's, whilst all his court is standing be- 
hind. except the Grand lazier, who stands by his 
side. They have to stand thus for several hours. 
Hu* horses, instead of running short distances, 
as they do in Europe, run sometimes ten or fif- 
teen miles, which makes the race very dull, and 
as difficult to follow as a yacht race. 'Ibis is 
why dancers and musicians are performing in 

I rout of the Shah during the race. As soon as 

the horses have pa.-sed the Royal tent in each 
lap. the dancers liegiu again, though occasionally 
tlie Shadow of God takes a squint through liis 
telescope at the progrtss of the race. 

“When the horses are coining round at the last 
lap. everyone gets frantically excited, though it 
is always a horse belonging to the Shah which 

wins. Men with sticks are waiting near the win- 
ning post to slop any other horse which threatens 
the legitimate result. If by any chance they 
fail to stop it. the unfortunate owner is obliged 
by etiquette to present the horse to His Majesty, 
in order that the winner may belong to the Shah 
in the orthodox way.” 



A Parisian racing writer in the London Sporting 
Life says of the mutucl belting at Lougcbauips 
where Hie Prix de Conseil Municipal was run: 
“Tlie eight per cent deducted from the betting on 
Prix day. about $475,000. realized about $58,000 
for division in various ways. Your liookinakers 
in England, would.

undoubtedly tlie best son of Stockwell. and Prince 
Charlie probably the best son of Blair Athol. 
Lochiel, by Prince Charlie, was an absolutely first- 
class race horse in Australia, and right on the 
top of the three as a sire. Great Scot is the best 
son of Lochiel, and his dam is Scotch Mary, by 
Clan Stewart (sire of Georgie, winner of the 
Prince Edward Handicap and the Cambridgeshire 
iu 1898), another Prince Charlie horse, so that 
we get very close inbreeding to the most successful 
development of Blair Atliol blood. In color, tem- 
per and general characteristics Great Scot is a 
true Blair Athol, and It would be impossible to 
find a sounder horse or one with better constitution. 
There was reason to fear that the Blair Athol line 
was going to bo lost to this country, but this stal- 
wart representative of it will soon make good his 
Itosilion.” 

“Iu Australia,” says the Sportsman, “he was 
quite the best three-year-old of his year, and won, 
among other great races, the Australian Cup, of 
two miles and a quarter.”
